Ger~ 
man claims that the Stalin line has been 
pierced are -probably correct, but there is, 
hothing to show that it is anything more than 
‘a penetration, and not a complete breaking 
through of the line. German claims to have 
reduced an important fortification in the 
neighbourhood of Vitebsie does not necessarily

‘There is at present 
no reason to be dissatisfled with the manner 
in which things are going in this phase of 
the war, but rather for satisfaction that, the

JAPAN’S CABINET CRISIS 
b Suly 18. 
While the resignation of Prince Konoye's 
inet came as something of a surprise it 
was at least expected that Mr, Matsuoka 
would sooner, or later ‘resign’ from the 
Ministry for Foreign Affairs and the recent 
‘announcement of his indisposition was taken 
by some as an augury of what was about 
to happen. It is reported that the decision 
of the whole Cabinet to resign is the result 
of a sharp divergence of opinion amongst its 
members. ‘The extremist party, of which Mr, 
‘Matsuoka was the very voluble spokesman, 
ig believed to have strongly urged that, 
should seize the present opportunity for 
further expansion in Indo-China, while the 
more moderate elements led "by Baron 
‘Kilchiro Hiranuma, Minister of the Interior, 
{is thought to have favoured a watching policy 
until the situation in Europe should be 
clearer, ‘There appears then to be a keen 
struggle proceeding in Tokyo between the 
extremists who have plunged Japan in her 
it predicament, and the moderates who 
desire to call a hal 

It follows that the constitution of the next 
Cabinet will be watched with the greatest 
interest for the issue which is now being 
decided in Tokyo is between the moderates, 
Supported by. big business interests which 
see with dismay the serious economic effects 
of the policy adopted during the past four 
years, and the extremists who wish for 
another opportunity to secure results either 
in China or elsewhere which up to the pre- 
sent have been denied them. Upon the decision 
of that issue depends to a very great extent 
the peace of the Pacific. Should the military 
clique remain in power they will in all pro- 
ability be more firmly seated than ever 
before, and the danger of Japan embarking 
upon some adventure which will bring her 
in conflict with other Powers will indeed be 
great. It would mean that the Nazis, who 
have so successfully penetrated into the inner 
councils of the Japanese, would be able to 
continue their intrigues to bring about the 
embroilment of Japan with Great Britain and 
America, and the strengthening of Nazi 
influence throughout the whole of the 
‘country. 

On the other hand should the moderate 
elements succeed there is a possibility that 
extensive changes would take place in 
Japan's foreign policy, ‘There is a very 
important section of Japanese public opinion, 
and especially amongst financiers and 
dustrialists, that the time has come for the 

fapanese to reconsider the whole situation, 
and to bring about a reorientation of policy 



































ipet| which might mean departure from the Axis, 


which can give them nothing but demands 
much, and an approach to Great Britain and 
America, whose friendship can still mean 
reat deal to Japan, In power they would 
have an opportunity of repairing the ravages 
which the policy of the last four years has 
made in the economic structure of the 
country. ‘The overweening ambitions of the 
militarists have deprived Japan of the pros- 
perity which would undoubtedly have come 
fo her as a result of the European war, for 
[instead of being obliged to resort to all sorts 
of restrictions to carry on with an emaciated 
economy, she would be one of the great 
producing countries of the world with more 
markets opening for her instead of fewer 
‘as is now the case. 

It has been repeated time and again, and 
it is just as true now as ever it was, that 
there is not a single problem in the Pacific 
incapable of being seltled without resort to 
moves which must inevitably niean war. But 
‘any attempt to establish a “new order’ in 
Asia to the detriment of the interests of other 
Powers, which have been built up. through 
Jong years of arduous and honourable labour 
gan only mean the transformation of the 








European struggle Into a world war in whieh 
Japan would suffer very much more than she 
dhas done in her conflict with China, It is 
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necessary that any Cabinet which is formed 
should bear that fact in mind. Should the 
extremists prevail in this crisis the danger 
is that they will ignore that very patent fact. 
If they do so the results for their country 
may prove to be painful in the extreme.

If they are they will find pressing domestic

Nothing could more clearly reveal ‘the 
loyalty of Northern Ireland to the cause of 
‘the democracies than the declaration of Mr. 





‘M, Andrews, Prime Minister of Ulster, that 
“all ‘that Ametica wants to do in Northern 
Ireland she is at liberty to do, Anything that 
Great Britain and -the United States arrange 
has the: full approyal-of, the Norn Ireland 
Government.” In Eire the Deputy Leader 
of the Opposition in a debate in the Dail on 
‘Thursday declared that he believed that the 
policy of neutrality was the policy of the 
majority of the people and the Government, 
—yet he believed it was not a correct course 
of conduct for Eire. He contended that 
Parliament should ascertain precisely what 
operation Great Britain and the United States 
might require to ensure success against the 
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Nazi attempt at world conquest, and as ex- 
icitly afford to the United States and Great’ 
itain co-operation to the utmost of their 
esources, including, of course, the sending 
fof Irish troops abroad. s 

‘The Leader of the Opposition, Mr. William 
Cosgrave, disassociated himself from the 

jews expressed by his deputy, while Mfr. de 
Valera repeated one of his very familiar re- 
marks to the effect that Eire would fight no 
matter by whom it was attacked. Mr. de 
‘Valera appears still to believe that if he can 
snaintain the neutrality of Eire in this present 
conflict he would be able to secure the in- 
dependence of Eire in the unlikely event of 
Hitler winning while in the more probable 
event of British success independence was 
already assured. He denies the suggestion 
that his stand is a cowardly one, because if 
Eire is attacked at all it will be by one of the 
ig nations of the world. “We have to face 

at,” he says, “and we are race 
it, We are determined to live our own life.” 
‘That Eire most certainly will not, should 
Hitler succeed in clamping. his murderous 
hand down permanently over Europe. All 
‘the determination in the world would not then 
give the people of Eire an opportunity of 
living their own lives. They would live them 
according to the whims of a completely irra- 
tonal tyrant. 

‘What Mr. de Valera fails to understand is| 
that if democracy’is worth having it is worth 
fighting for, and that in this struggle those 
who are not actively engaged in furthering 
the democratic cause are in fact its enemies. 
‘There can in this case be no compromise, no 
neutrality : there never can be in a struggle 
between the forces of good and evil. Re- 
fusal of the Government of Eire to place 
naval and air- bases at the disposal of the 
British for the better protection of British 
shipping in the Atlantic places the navy.and 
the air force under a very definite handicap. 
‘That has been repeatedly pointed out. It has 
also been pointed out that Eire sinks or swims 
with the British Empire, and the passivity 
which Mr. de Valera advocates is certainly 
not calculated to assist the Empire to swim. 
Tt will not help it to. sink, but active co- 
operation with the democracies would tend 
fo assure their victory, and shorten the strug- 
Ble which promises to be much longer than 
was originally anticipated. 

‘The contrast between the attitudes adopted 
by Northern Ireland and Eire is all the more 
striking in view of the constant insistence by 
‘Mr. de Valera upon unification of the whole 
of Ireland. ‘The British position all is 
that it is.’ impossible.to hand over to Eire 
government of Northern Ireland which is in- 
splred by entirely different sentiments with 
regard to the British Empire than is the case 
with Bire. Tt would indeed be a betrayal of 
people who are loyal to all that the United 
Kingdom and the Empire stand for, and it 
Would be the basest ingratitude to hand over 
Northern Ireland to the tender mercies of 

le who ean see no further than the end 
of their noses when it comes to considering 
what are the best interests of the Irish people 
and how they can best be served.

A THWARTED INVASION 


July 19. 
Today is the anniversary of the defeat of 
‘one of the major attempts by.a Continental 
power to invade the British Isles 
on July 19, 1588, that the Great Armada of 
Phillip 11 of Spain, standing off Calais await- 
ing the troops of the Duc de Parma, was dis- 
persed by fireships never to regain order, 
Eight days before the great Spanish fleet 
had been sighted off the Lizard. When it 
sailed past Plymouth it was followed by the 
British fleet, which maintained a running’ 
action with ‘it as it slowly beat on up the. 
Channel. For six days the action continued 
until on July 17 Medina Sidonia, the Spanish 
naval commander of no experience and ttle: 
ability, anchored off Calais. Parma was un- 
able ie leave the land with the army destined 
to invade Britain, because a Netherlands’ 
Squadron under Justinus of Nassau was 
‘blockading the Flemish ports, and when the 
British sent in thelr fireships on the night 
of July 19, there was nothing for it but to 


disperse, 
westerly, the English were 





The wind wi 
lin ‘the ‘Channel and for ‘the Spaniards. the 
safest way home was the longest namely 
round the British Isles. Sailing northwards 
they were followed by the English as far as 
the Firth of Forth where they’ broke off the 
pursult, owing to lack of adequate knowledge 
0f the Seas north of that point.

‘The storms. did. more 
damage to the Armada than the English 
guns had done ; a fact which Elizabeth re- 
feognized in the motto on the medal com- 
‘memorating the defeat which she caused to 
be struck; —A¥lavit Deus et dissipantur. 
Had it been an ordinary summer the prob- 
abilities ‘are that the Spanish fleet would 
hhave reached home without very much more 
damage than that inflicted during the Tun- 
ning fight in the Channel and the North Sea,

‘As a military operation the English defeat 
lof the Armada was less glorious than some 
lother and less renowned achievements of the 
British fleet. Yet, the repulse of the Spanish 
Armada was an event of the first historical 
importance. Britain became the uncon~ 
Jquerable supporter of that part of Europe: 
jwhich had thrown off the authority of the 
Pope. From the Roman Catholic point of 
‘view the Armada had muéh of the character 
lof a crusade. Philip undoubtedly had poli- 
{tical reasons’ for his hostility to Elizabeth, 
but they were so closely bound up with the: 
Reformation, and the Counter-Reformation

There is the parallel between the struggle in 
Elizabeth's time and the one which is now 
proceeding in Europe—a fight between the 
civilization of today and the contemplated 
restoration of the tyrannies of the dark ages, 
and it is the determination of the same people

NEW JAPANESE CABINET 
July 21, 

Now that Prince Konoye has succeeded 
in forming his third Cabinet, it is made| 
plain that the change was really necessary 
to bring about the removal of Mr. Yosuke 
‘Matsuoka, former Minister for " Foreign 
Affairs, who appears to have embarrassed 
the Japanese Government during the course 
of his European tour. Upon his return to 
‘Tokyo observers expected that it would not | 
‘be long before he would be obliged to re- 
Uinquish, office, and the \conclusion “to be 
drawn is that'he either pledged Japan fur- 
‘ther than Tokyo was prepared to go with 
regard to the plans of the Axis, or that he 
failed to obtain from the other Axis partners 
such concessions as the Japanese Govern- 
ment then thought possible. With his re- 
placement by Admiral ‘Toyoda, a much 
more stable man, there is a distinct possibil~ 
ity that Japan's ‘foreign policy will be con~ 
ducted with a greater degree of caution than 
it was under the direction of Mr. Matsuoka, 
but it would probably be idle to expect any, 
‘great fundamental change. 

‘The general make-up of the new Cabinet 
clearly ‘indicates no immediate departure! 
from the policy decided upon at the Imperial 
conference early this month, but the sugg 
tion that the nation would now follow a free 
‘and Independent foreign policy gives. ground 
for the belicf that, while the ends in view 
remain the same, there may be some variation 
in the method of attaining them. Whether, 
or not that means a loosening of the bonds 
which bind Japan to the Axis remains to be 
‘seen, though there is a probability that Tokyo 
in the future will be rather less ready to 
carry out the behests of Hitler, Should this| 
prove t9 be the case the formation of Prince 

noye’s third Cabinet may turn out to be 
a definite reverse for the Axis Powers, and! 
a triumph for the moderate elements. in| 
Japan who appear, at any rate for the time 
being, to have made their influence felt de~ 
spite'the endeavours of the extremists to 
maintain control. With at least two of the| 
Cabinet connected with the Mitsui and 
‘Sumitomo interests there is now substantial 
representation of the financial and industrial 
circles of Japan. 

‘The promised co-operation of the Army: 
‘and the Navy with a new Cabinet in which 
moderate counsels are likely to prevail in- 
dicates not so much a change of heart as a 
realization that ‘too precipitate action may. 
launch Japan into a veritable sea of troubles. 
Such indeed is the case. In recent months 
there has been considerable stiffening of the| 
attitude of Great Britain and the United 
States: vis-A-vis of Pacifle problems, Neither 
of those two Powers will sit by and allow 
their interests in this part of the world to be 
prejudiced by default. There are limits 
beyond which Japan cannot go without in- 
viting stern action on the part of Britain and. 
the United States. That has been made quite 
plain to Tokyo, and a very catastrophic’ 
change would have to come over ‘the situa 
tion, in Europe before it would in any way. 
be safe for the Japanese Government to 
proceed with the execution of plans which 
‘were first conceived by the extremists and 
to which it is claimed the new Cabinet is 
still bound. If therefore, there is more of the 
suaviter in modo and less of the fortiter in re 
in the future Japanese policy it will occasion 
no surprise, ; 

As to whether the new Cabinet will be| 
‘able to reach a better understanding with 
Great Britain and the United States. there 
must still be some speculation. At first blush 
it, would seem that there is a distinet pos- 
sibility of that coming about. It is to be ho} 
that it will, but it needs to. be remembered 
in Tokyo that the attitude of the two Powers 
with regard. to Japan's expansionist schemes 
has been made perfectly clear and that there 
is no likelihood of its being in any way 
modified. No “new order,” which seeks to) 
create the Far East as an exclusively Japan- 





















ese sphere of influence can possibly be ac- 
ceptable to either Great Britain or the Unjted 


States. Both nations have made it plain that 
they will not hesitate to protect their inter~ 
ests in this part of the world, should the ex- 
ecution of the Japanese policy in any way 
threaten them. ‘If the new Cabinet accepts 
that fact and acts accordingly there is every 
Feason to believe that peace in the Pacific 
can be maintained.

thereby’ impeding miltary” movements and 
adding to the general confusion.

time Provinces. It is an unconfirmed report, 
it is true, but nothing would be more likely 
than that’ Hitler would like something of the 
kind to occur, even if only to make sure that 
the Siberian ‘armies should not be sent into 
Russia to reinforce the troops which are giv 
ing the Germans a more diMeult task than 
they ever expected. ‘The Russians may have
